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Two robbers, interrupted as they actually 
were holding up eight men in a saloon last 
night, were shot down by a policeman. One 


| ofthe robbers died shortly afterward. 


The policeman who foiled the vobbery, 
tursting in on the barroom as the victims 
stood in a line before a threatening revolver, 
was Henry C. Decker of the Fiff'more street 
station. Chief Steward, h mg of his ex- 
pioit, called him up on the telephone and 
congratulated him. 

In another holdup in the city a saloon- 
keeper was shot and probabiy mortally 
wounded. 


Eight Menu in 1 A Saloon. 


Six customers, the proprietor, and his bar- 


tender were in the saloon of Louis J. Novak, 
8934 West Sixteenth street, when the rob- 
bers entered. The holdup men were identified 
later as Edward Haywood, 40 years old, 
thought to be a recent arrival from St. Paul, 
Minn., and Arthur Attreson, 2% yours old, 
1346 Grand avenue. 

Charles Mueller, the bartender, waa the 


first to notice the approach of the robbers ‘ 


as they swung open the doors a few feet from 
the front entrance. Both were masked and 
carried revolvers, 

Just get in line, boys,“ called the leader 
as he swept his weapon in front of him. 
“This is no New Year's greeting, for I'm 
sure of my man when I pull the trigger.” 

Novak called a warning against resistance 
and the men stepped back from the bar and 
lined up against the wall, their hands held 


‘high above their heads. 


Decker Bursts Into Room. 

While Haywood kept them covered his 
companion made a quick search of. their 
pockets, taking all their money, and then 
turned his attention to the cash register.

Haywood fied through the rear doorway 
and dashed east in Sixteenth street. He was 
followed by Policeman Decker, who emptied 
his reyolver, and the chase was them\taken 
up by Burek, who was but afew feet behind. 

Filing his weapon as he ran, the police- 
man again caught up with the fleeing high- 
wayman, and the sixth bullet struck him in 
the head, The robber was unconscious when 


Burek and Decker reached his side, and was

** Policeman Decker had his nerve with 
him,“ said Novak later, for we all were 
standing up against the wall when he en- 
tered. He lost no time, but opened fire right 
off. We're lucky to be alive after that bat- 
tle.” 


South Side Saloon Man Shot. 
The saloonkeeper shot by a robber is 
Jacob Minzberg, whose barroom is at Fif- 
teenth and State streets. Shortly after mid- 
night a man entered. 
Happy New Lear,“ said the robber as he 
ordered a bottle of beer. The proprietor was 
behind the bar and four patrons were in 
the place. As Minzberg went to the ice box 
the robber sprang behind the bar and at- 
tempted to loot the cash register. The sa- 
loonkeeper grappled with him and was shot 
twice. One bullet took effect in the stomach 
and the other in right arm. Minsberg was 
removed to St. Luke's hospital. 
The holdup man is deseribed as about 25

Indiana Governor Gives Local 
Authorities Chance to Act. 


THEN HE WILL GET BUSY. 


Dearborn Park Pool Room Prepare 
to Defy the Law. 


Chicago gambiers‘aré in readiness to de- 
scend today upon old Dearborn park pool- 
room, which has been refitted at Clark’s sta- 
tion, in Indiana, 

Gov. Marshall at Indianapolis said to 
Tun TRIBUNE over the long distance téle- 
phone at midnight that he would not permit 
gambling in Indiana. 

His remarks made it plain, however, that 


the actual operations of the gamblers would 


not be interfered with by him today. For 
one day he will leave the situation to the 
proper local officials, If they fall, he de- 
clares, he will act at once and sternly. 

No signs of action by local officials were 
apparent. 

The gamblers were confident there would 


be none. 

„ cannot assume that every man in the 
state of Indiana, including state’s attorneys 
and sheriffs, with the exception of the gov- 
ernor, will violate the law.“ said Gov. Mar- 
shall I will say, however, that ifthe etate’s 
attorney and sheriff of Lake county do not 
do their duty in preventing gambling in that 
county 1 Will know the reason why. [ wil! 
stop gambling there under all circumstances. 

„ Before 1 take action, however, I must 
be assured first that there is gambling there, 
and, second, that the state’s attorney and 
the sheriff have not done their duty. If they 
fail to act I will—and immediately.”

Attorneys Say Broker f De- 
ceived Court and Defraud- 
ed First Wife. 


Counsel for „Pefendant“ Puts 
Relatives’ ‘Social Pride“ 
Back of Divoree. 


Willis Counselman was arraigned yester- 
day ag a heartless husband, who shifted the 
burden of an insane wife. He was branded 
as chief conspirator in fraudulent court pro- 
ceedings, and he was portrayed as a weakling 
who was used as a tool to have Judge Chet- 
lain grant him a divorce trom hie insane 
wife. i 5 

The lawyers started the coloring and pol- 
ishing process of argument before Judge 
Chetlain. The broker and his bride, Clara 
French Counselman, both showed signs of 
uneasiness as the lash was plied, and seemed 


to realize that worse was yet to come, when 


Attorney Joseph W. Moses gets his inning at 
the resumption of the hearing on Tuesday. 

Counsel for the broker pleaded for mercy 
and apologized for his conduct on the ground 
that he was “ not endowed with great facul- 
ties,” and they asked that the court “ would 
not ruthiewsly set aside the decree until the 
government solved the mystery surround- 
ing the forged registry receipt.“ 

It became known that in the event of an 
adverse decision Counselman will take the 
case to the Supreme court, and that the bar 
association will not determine definitely on 
the character of criminal! proceedings, or the 
number of persons to be involved, until after 
Judge Chetlain decides the motion to set 
aside the divorcé decree. No time, however; 
will be lost in laying before the grievance 
committee of the bar association euch test}- 
mony as refieéte upon the conduct of At- 
torney Milton L. Thackaberry. 


More Witnesses Not Needed. 

The decision to begin arguments was 
reaghed rather suddenly in the morning. 
Frederick R. Babcock, brother-in-law of the 
insane woman, and other witnesses were on 
hand ready to testify, but Attorneys Moses 
and Charles R. Holden, the bar association's 
special investigators, and Attorney Brode B. 
Davis, guardian ad litem of the afflicted 
woman, concluded from a study of the testi- 
mony that Counselmans admissions made 
additional witnesses unnecessary. 

Mr. Holden reviewed the testimoney devel- 
oped, pointed out the alleged fraud and de- 
ception practiced upon the court, eited many 
authorities to show that the decree should be 
vacated and the new marriage dissolved, and 
otherwise paved the way for a bitter attack 
by Mr. Moses. Mr. Davis made a plea for 
the personal and property rights of the insane 
woman, and then Attorney Joseph L. McNab 
began offering extenuating circumstances. 


Blames First Wife’s Relatives. 

„Would Lulu M. Counselman be any bet- 
ter off if she had a dosen husbands?’’ asked 
Mr. McNab. ‘ Counselman admits that he 
has not contributed anything toward the 
support of Lulu M. Counseiman since De- 
cember, 1904, but he cannot be blamed. The 
social pride and prestige of her relatives 
were responsible. They took over her sup- 
port, and her mother formed all her plans. 
lt was unfair to Counselman to produce such 
testimony as was offered against him. 

“It's not fair to sample out the incon- 
sistencies in his testimony. Why could he 
not be perfettly honest in charging deser- 
tion? He is not endowed with great facul- 
ties, and certainly has not shown himsef 
to possess them in this case. I wish te pass 
upon the conduct of Attorney Thackaberry, 
and do so reluctantly because he is not 8 
ically able to be present. I will drawhéhe 
mantle of charity over him so far as I gan, 


but must say that Thackaberry either was 


so sick physically and mentally that de 
didn't ‘realize what he did or he willfully 
ed.“ | 
Attorney Davis’ Plea. 

These statements followed immediately the 
remarks by Mr. Davis—the most solemn dec- 
laration of the hearing. Mr. Davis said: 

„My motion, as guardian ad litem of the 
defendant, was to vacate this decree as a 
fraud upon thé court, and in my opinion that 
has been abundantly sustained by the evi- 
dence heard here in the last four days, which 
discloses fraud on this court, and against 
the ward of this court, almost unparalleled 
in its audacity and the recklessness with 
which it was perpettated. 

“Tf Lulu M. Counseiman had been sane, the 
conspiracy against her would. have been 
shocking, so base in its design to deprive her 
of her rights as to outrage every feeling of 
honor, every sense of protection from the 
strong to the weak, every sentiment of the 
duty of man to woman in this world. 

“Tr Lulu M. Counselman had been sane the 
trickery employed by who@per devised and 
carried out this scheme to Keep her out of 
court while she was being betrayed. would 
have beena rank offense against gooa morals, 
a pollution of the fecords of this court, and 
one that would vitlate any decree that was 
based on it—but against Lulu M. Counsel- 
man, insane, with the blight upon her mind, 
ther reason blasted by the touch of madness, 
the plot was even more sinister. 


Tenderness Due the Afflicted. 
„Ever since man has escaped from the 
superstition that @ diseased mind was in- 
habited by devils, the insane always have 
been the objects of the tenderness and chari- 


ty of men. | 


In the circle of the family where there 
is one whose mind is prostrate under the 
touch of insanity, there is no tenderness and 
no love, no care, no solicitude, and no sym- 
pathy toe great to be poured out by those 
upon whom they are dependent for their 
comfort and well being. 

“Such, the ward of this court had the 
right to expect from her husband, but he 
viewed her as a burden of whom he was 
weary, and, chafing against the bonds and 
trying to.throw off the shackles that im- 
peded his own. freedom, he comes into this 
court with a false bill, on a false affidavit 
of nonresidence, and by a stupendous fraud 
upon this court and against its ward despoils 
her of her rights. 

“These are the facts, ugly, brutal, but 
these are the facts, and now comes this ward 
of the court, appealing for the court's ten- 
der consideration, and begs your honor to 
right the records and dismiss this bill upon 
which it is based.”

Counselman sat in the jury box and his 
wife sat at the counsel table with her father, 
George T. French, and other relatives who 
were in court on Thursday. During Mr. Me-

L. Wilbtr Messer, president of. the. ass.- 
ciation, notified Mr.. Shedd that the amount 
had been raised and yesterday received the 
first check. 

Renewed activity in the canvass for funds 
will be begun with the new year, and the 
directors assert that the amount needed to 
bring the contributions to the $1,000,000 mark 
can be raised within a few montis.

English Aviator Sets Mark Which No

ered in the air during 1909 goes to Henry 
Farman, the English aeronaut, who on Nov.

Pians for the financing of the Chicago City 
and Connecting railways have been materi- 
ally changed since the first officia] announce- 
ment of the scheme for capitalization was 
announced. 

There will be no issuance of shares to the 
‘extent of $40,000,000, as previously an- 
nounced. In fact, there will de no capital 
stock at all, and the only securities which 
will be offered to the public at this time will 
de the $22,000,000 of first lien collateral 
bonds, dated Jan, 1, 1910, due in seventeen 
years and bearing interest at the rate of 5 
per cent per annum. 5 

Instead of shares of stock there will be is- 
sued participation certificates, which, while 
not having any face value, will be entitled to 


above the fixed cnarges—-namely: the inter- 
est onthe bonds. While the promoters have 
not decided upon a definite pla r the issu- 
ance of these certificates of paficipation, it 
bas been tentatively agreed that they will be 
ot two classes, the one Searing interest ac- 
cording to the plan announced for the pre- 
ferred shares, which is 4% per cent, after 
which the second class will receive 4 per cent, 
after which the first and second classes will 
divide, only the first class may never receive 
more than 6 per cent. In basing the division 
of profits into dividends it is presumed, al- 
though not definitely stated, that the par 
value of a participation certificate will be 
arbitrarily fixed at $100. 


Cobe Explains Plans. 


The first complete statement of what the 
promoters contemplate in the way of finan- 
cing their consolidated properties, and its 
future development, was made by Ira M. 
Cobe to THE TRIBUNBS last evening. 

There seems to be some misapprehension 
as to what our plans are for financing the 
Chicago City and Connecting rallways,“ he 
said. ‘‘ Unfortunately, the original state- 
ment which we issued was hurriedly pre- 
pared and was given to the public before it 
had been submitted to our attorneys. 

‘I think now that I can make the plan ab- 
solutely clear to the public by saying that the 
$22,000,000 bonds which we are about to 
issue, and which will be sold to the public 
will have behind them collateral in the shape 
of bonds and stock which exceed in value the 
amount of the bond issue by seven to eight 
million dollars. 

“The purchase price of the Chicago City 
Railway company, as fixed by the ordinance, 
amounts to $18,000,000 above the first mort- 
gage rehabilitation bonds, This value is rep- 
resented by the stock of the company, of 
which the Chicago City and Connecting rail- 
ways holds 95 per cent. -To this $18,000,000 
must be added $5,000,000 which is the pur- 
chase price under the ordinance of the Calu- 
met and South Chicago railway, and approx- 
imately $1,750,000, the purchase price of the 
Southern Street railway, making a total of 
$24,750,000. There Is also the Hammond, East 
Chicago and Whiting railway, which while 
its capital stock is nominally only $500,000, 
ae actual value considerably in excess of 

At. 


Security Behind the Bonds. 


“Two othtr things must be taken into 
considerati:.n in estimating the security be- 
hind these bénds, one being that when the 
whole consolidation of the surface lines is 
carried out the value of ihe collateral 
hind them may be augmented, and the seco 
consideration is that a sinking fund is pro: 
vided. that wil, take care of $4,000,000 of the 
bonds before maturity. , 

The public will not be asked to purchase 
any of the participation certificates at this 
time. What may be done with then. at a 
later date is problematical, for we look 
upon them as elastic securities which may 
be contracted or expanded according to the 
exigencies of situations which may develop. 

For the present they will be held en bloc 
by the trustees, and will be used by themasa 
basis for future negotiations looking towards 
n consolidation ot all the surface 

nes. 

J wish to add, in regard to these certifi- 
cates, that none of them have been given as 
a bonus to the underwriters of the bonds, al- 
though some of them will be owned by bond- 
holders, as in my case, for I have purchased 
some of the bonds and also own some of the 
certificates. 


He Amends That Statement. 


Instead of saying, as we did in the origina! 
statement, that the capitalization of the new 
company would be $62,000,000, we should have 
stated that capitalizing the earnings at 4 per 
cent would make $62,000,000. It has been said 
that we have included the 10 per cent pront 
on rehabilitation in our estimates of earn- 
ings, which is true, and it is true that the 
porfits in the future from this source will be 
small as compared to what they have been 
during the last three years. I should say 
that in the future our extensions will not 
amount to more than $2,000,000 a year on the 
average, on which our profit will be 200,000. 

“On the other hand, we are told by the 
operating men that there will be a big saving 
in operating expenses, and instead of costing 
70 per cent of the gross revenue to operate, 
under the consolidation the operating ex- 
penses will be nearer 0 per cent. 


Discounts the North Side Offer. 


“This is one of fhe reasons for our de- 
cision to place the participation certificates 
in the hands of the trustees, so that they will 
have something elastic to trade with. It is 
well known that the Chicago Railways is 
overcapitalized and has outstanding securi- 
ties, far in excess of the purchase price. I 
cammot say at this time what our basis of 
negotiations will be with that company, but 
we hope to work out a plan that will be 
equitable to all, and will not savor of over- 
capitalization. 

So far as the future is concerned, we have 
no fear that our security holders will suffer 
in the least. We realize the limitations of 
the ordinances; and know that the city has 
certain rights that cannot be alienated, to 
order the disposition of the properties at the 
end of seventeen years, but we believe that 
the spirit of fair play is strong in the hearts 
of Chicagoans, and that if we so administer 
our property as not to bring down any criti- 
cism in the next seventeen years the city will 
give us a new lease at the expiration of that 
period. 

At a meeting of the men who agreed to 
act as directors of the new company, held 
yesterday afternoon, a report was read to the 
effect that the entire issue of $22,000,000 
bonds has been largely oversubscribed.” 


Blair Discusses Situation. 

Henry A. Blair, chairman of the Chicago 
sailways company board of directors, said, 
regarding the proposed merger of all the sur- 
face lines:

In abject poverty shunning atives and 
friends of his prosperous days, with faculties 
impaired by years of dissipation, H. Bartlett 
Lindley, graduate from the United States 
Naval academy at Annapolis, contributor to 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, newspaper 


ney, died in the Cook County hospital yester- 
day. 

In the death of Mr. Lindley and im letters 
written to Arthur Burrage Farwell just be- 
fore his death: the tragic end of a De Quincey 
are revealed. 

Only last week, Ill and evidentiy realizing 
his end. Mr. Lindley appealed to Mr. Farwell 
to obtain admission for him to the county 
hospital. He was taken from a Clark street 
lodging house suffering from pneumonia and 
physical collapse. : 


Tragedy in His Own Words. 

The remarkable statement in which Mr. 
Lindley summarised the tragedy of his life 
ig in part as follows: | 

Old, broken in health, almost alone in the 
world, I am coming close to the mark of three 
score years and am of all men the most mis- 
erable. | 

Once with prospects as bright as the most 
ambitious could desire—once wea the uni- 
form of the United States navy, Mterwards 
that of a captain of the National Guard, a 


several years, the author of literature that 
is standard authority throughout the world, 
being several hundred pages of the Eneyelo- 
pedia Britannica—al!l of this and much more, 
yet sacrifice was made of everything leading 
up to all that is good, high, and lofty in this 
life,. and nothing save suffering, misery, 
degradation received. in exchange. 

Business cares, family troubles and sor- 
rows, indifferences to the means of grace 
combined with confidence in my own power to 
resist the evil influences of other days caused 
me to fall back into those habits which had 
ensnared me and held a dominion over me 
such as those only ‘know who have been so 
enslaved.

all the opportunities for weakening my pow- 
ers af resistance of sin. I have gon on down 
—diown—sunk in the very slough of the dark- 
est despond. 
Sad and bitter have been the years of 
downfall. Alcohol and ite twin demon—mor- 
phine—but numb the sensibilities and give 
temporary surcease for sorrow, 

„ live now with but one hope, one last 
anchor to cast out to save me from inevitable 
destruction both as to soul and body. If I 
receive not again the power of Cod all that 
man can do will avail nothing. My soul is 
crying out in helpless agony and despair, for 
no one knows so well as I how certain is the 
fate that awaits. me should relief not come 
quickly.’’ 


Lindley’s Last Appeal. 


* whe letter which caused Mr. Farwell to in- 
vestigate the claims of Mr. Lindley and to 
get him admitted to the county hospital was 
as follows:

He had two sons, C. W. Lindley and John 
Lindley, 16 West Ohio street, who were ap- 
prised of their father’s death last night. 
Neither could be found at the Ohio street ad- 
dress up to an early hour this morning, but 
the information was given that they had 
called at the hospital just before the father's 
death.

director of the Red Cross society, which de- 
clared that abundant ready cash nad been 
furnished the sufferers. 

The statement in which Mr. Bicknell is 
quoted as saying. The peonle of Cher-y 
have hed more than three times as much 
actual cash in the last month and a half as 
they would have had if the mine disaster had 
not occurred,” is criticised by Ald. Scully 
as not exactly fair under the circumatances. 

Mr. Bicknell points out that two semi- 
monthly pay days have seen the usual 
amounts paid to the families of the miners; 
the money having been held back on account 
of a company rule. These pay rolls are 
given at $20,000 each. . 

Credit System Is Abolished. 

The answer of the alderman is that the 
miners had purchased supplies on the credit 
system, paying for two weeks when pay day 
came. These debts were to be paid and the 
credit system was abolished after the disas- 
ter, leaving the survivors and sufferers to 
pay cash. 

Mr. Bicknell’s statement is that $196,000 
has been paid for the relief of the people 
of Cherry since the disaster, whereas the 
pay rolls, if the mine had continued in opera- 
tion without accident, would have amounted 
to $60,000. 

“The needs of the people were greater 
after the accident,” said Ald. Scully. “ They 
were exposed to the weatner during the sus- 
pense following the fire and sickness came 
upon them. Winter came on and clothing 
was needed to keep them warm. They could 
no longer gét credit and their cash disap- 
peared rapidly. I reported only what I saw 
after I went with Ald. Cermak to investigate. 
I know peoplé were suffering.

BATTLE FOR LIFE IN DARK. 


Heroic Tug Captain Saves Many at 
St. Louis. 


t 

Si. Louis, Mo., Dec. 3L—The lives of 160 
workmen were imperiled today when a gigan- 
tic. ice floe knocked out 300 feet of the false 
structure of the McKinley bridge across the 
Mississippi river, which is under construc- 
tion. 1 
Kighty-one of the men heard the arning 
snaps of the timbers under the treméndoug 
pressure, and escaped to safety on the 
steel structure, but sixty-nine others went 
down in the twisted mags of timbers. Twenty 
of the men were plunged into thé icy. water, 
and battled for life in thedarkrlesa, seeking a 
feoting on the broken floes. 

Capt. John Short, in charge ot à tug and 


twe barges, which were frozen in, picked 


up ferty of the men and got them ashore 
after-¢ two hour battle with the ice, which is 


jammed six feet high in many places. Only 


the captain's heroism prevented a heavy loss 
of lc. 


Reach Shore on Drift Ice. 


The men who were unable to reach the tug 
are believed to have reached shore across 
the floating ice floes, but company officials 
declared they would not know until comer: 
row whether any lives were lost. 

The propefty loss is estimated at $250,000 
and completion of the bridge will be delayed 
several months,. The construction work was 
being done dy the Illinois Traction System. 
For days Engineer F. E. Washburn and 
Supt. J. J. Kelley, in charge of the work, 
had beencspending sleepless nights fearing 
the ice Pack above the false work would 
crush the structure to splinters. 


Shout Is First Warning. 

Frank Walsh, standing 200 feet from where 
the men were working, saw the ralls on the 
bridge bulge and, looking up, beheld the long 
feared movement of the ice down. the river. 

Using his hands to form a, megaphone, 
Walsh yelled at the top of his voice to the 
men in the false work. Almost at the same 
time the cracKing of the timbers began. 

Twice Capt. Short’s little craft was near 
destruetien and, each time he fought back 
the men on board to prevent them from risk- 
ing their lives on the floes. * 

Finally, rescue parties with ropes reached 
the tug from shore. After a two hour battle 
the captain and his men were landed, 

Eleven of the men, unable to get aboard 
the tue when the span went down, clamfbered 
upoh a pile driver, moored in a smal! barge. 
This drifted with the ice for three miles with 
its terror stricken load before the men Were 


rescued.

Wades Through Mud. 


From the priest's house I waded through 
more mud to visit an old woman who has two 
sons in Youngstown, O., Her house is a tiny 
affair, with a small kitchen and a single living 
room, both with earth floors. The house of 
one of her sons, near by, is larger. The front 
room has a pine floor, several chests and 
benches, painted and filled with costumes and 
blankets, rich in colored decoration. Rows 
of beautiful pjates and mugs line two sides of 
the room and the side back from the court- 
yard is covered with bangings, made by the 
old woman, and at the windows are beautiful 
linen curtains, all revealing an art of decided 
oriental tendency. 

The house is practically barren of every 
trace of European influence, but is filled with 
most interesting things of native make. Noth- 
ing could exceed the good nature of the old 
lady and her courtesy and hospitality are fully 
the equal of that which is everywhere found 
pin the Alfeld. I taiked with one of her sons 
who had intended to join his brothers in 
Pennsylvania, but was dissuaded by an agent 
in Bremen and purchased a ticket for the 
Argentine. He had t two years near 
Buenos Aires and, in that time, had learned 
an astonishing dinount of Spanish and with 
him 1. was_able to carry on a conversation 
which covered every phase of his experience. 


Brings $2,000 from America. 


On through the mud to another house of a 
man who worked five years in a edal mine in 
Pennsylvania, brqught back $2,000, and to- 
day owns twenty acres of land. His house 
is a large one with three big rooms, with 
neatly plastered walls and good pine floors. 
All the rooms are provided with double win- 
dows of large size for a peasant's house. But 
in spite of his big house and in spite of the 
two chests, packed full of the finest linen 
and woolen garments, blankets, pillowcases, 
etc., it lacked the tidiness, the atmosphere of 
a home which strikes one at once on entering 
a Magyar house. , 

Even in the village itself, I feel the lack of 
something which Fhave come to associate in- 
stinctivély with Magyar villages. Of the 
‘skill of these women in the production or 
really beautiful fabrica, there is no question. 
I doubt if, in this respect, they are surpassed 
by any in Europe today. 

The instinc® of order, neatness. tidiness, of 
scrupulous cleanliness, and the love of flow- 
ers apparently has not the hold with the 
Roumanians that it has with the Magyarsor 
even with the Saxons, but here again how 
much of this is due tothe fact that they have 
been holding the short end of the stick for 
a thousand years, I cannot yet say. It seems 
that they also fall béhind the Magyars in 
education, but that they are less hospitable or 
less courteous than the Magyars is not true; 
nor am I. prepare’ to say that they are less 
intelligent. In fact, if I may judge from the 
few with whom I have talked, their ability to 
learn English in America is even greater 
than that of the Magyars. : 


Lack of Chance for Education. | 

It is undoubtddly true that their education, 
judged from a modern standpdint, is slight, 
but it is due, I think, to lack of opportunity 
rather than to lack of ability. For nearly 
100 generatione they have denied the 
privil of self-government and have suc- 
cessivély been under the sway of Mayzar, 
Turk, Austrian, and Magyar. What stage of 
development they might have reached had 
they entered Translyvania as did the Saxons, 
with the same sort of lands and the same kind 
of free government, is an interesting ques- 
tion. 

Truth compels me to add that the man of 
Toporcsa who was longest in America and 
who succeeded best has been today in an ad- 
| vanced state of intoxication. He is one of the 
few men I have seen in this condition in Hun- 
gary. To his own rich peasant vocabulary he 
has also added all the choice pnrases which 
are to be picked up lu five years in America.

The 
Montreal carnival has been discussed for 
some time, but the sailroads have secured the 
support of the dominion immigration offi- 

clals in the movement to head it off. 
A oonference of railroad men and the 


carnival) managers at Montreal developed 


some frank talk as to the danger of advertis- 
ing Canada as a land of snow and ice. Tun 
CHuIcaGO TRIBUNE’s big land show of last 
fall was cited by an official of the Grand 
Trunk road as a striking example of the 
efforts being made in the United States to 
stop the flow of farmers into the Canadian 
northwest. : 

The Montreal carnival is not wanted bythe 
land boosting and colonization interests of 
the dominion. Every effort has been made 
in recent years to divorce Canada in the pop- 
ular mind from the Lady of the Snows” 
idea. 

Unofficial ures given here today on 
American immigration to western Canada to 
the end of the year gave a total bf 90,148. 
These figures may be slightly increased when 
the ‘official réturns are in from all the dis- 
‘tricts. . 

Denies Statements on Frestles. 
Statements that the new French trade 


treaty would come into effect Feb. 5, were 


contradicted today in an official statement by 
Mr. Fielding, the minister of finance. He 
said no date had been arranged for the formal 
exchange of ratifications which will bring 


the treaty into effect. 


“Tt ie the desire of this government that 
this formality shall take place at.an early 
date, says the statement. but the arrange- 
ments with the French government as to the 
date ot the event have not been concluded.“ 

The finance minister made an important 
announcement as to the Canadlan financial 
situation. He stated that notice had been 
given to England that Canada will exercise 
its option to take up its $20,000,000 loan after 
July 1. This loan was negotiated with Eng- 
land in 1885 for a period of fifty years, with 
an option te Canada to take it up at the end 
of twenty-five years. Mr. Fielding stated 
recently that no steps would be taken, toward 
this end now. The improvement of the finan- 
clal condition is so marked, however, that 
Canada hopes to terminate the loan this year. 
The customs reqeipts for December, compiled 
today, show an’ increase of $1,381,523 in cus- 
toms revenue. For the nine months of the 
fiscal year, the increase has been $9,522,846. 


Protest Advance in Rates. 

The increased ocean freight es frém 
Great Britain to Canada, which are to take 
effect with the beginning of the new year. 
have aroused a storm of protest from the 


‘Canadian manufacturers and commercial in- 


terests. The Canadians believe the increased 
ocean rates will resiit in smaller importa- 
tions from Great Britain, and an increase in 
imports from the United States. The in- 
creases will partly destroy the effect of Brit- 
ish preferential tariff, it is feared, which was 
designed to increase England's trade with 
Canada. .

A RESOLUTION FOR CITIZENS. 

In a recent address upon the Physt- 
Slogy of Politics” the president of Har- 
va d university said: 

Men will remain much as they are now—a few 
good, a few bad, and most of them indifferent 
except where their own interests are affected. 

To the impatient idealist this will seem 
the utterance of despair. It is, neverthe- 
less, the statement of one of the two 
most important truths the development. 
of democracy has disclosed, 

The other truth is this: 

When men’s indifferency is pierced by a. 
strong and high appeal for a cause that is to 
them both understandable and good they are 
never found wanting. 

_ Ignorance and indifference are the arch 
ehemies of progress, the first and the 
mightiest foes which every reform must 
vanquish. The rest is easy. 

Democracies will die of this, if they 
die, and not of the imaginable evils the 
earlier political philosophers feared. So, 
if the citizen, looking out upon the new 
year in a considerate new year’s mood, 
will resolve to be less indifferent, will re- 
solve to-allay himself definitely and prac- 
tically with even the least of the many 
‘definite and practical attempts to better 
conditions, will resolve at least sometimes 
to mise his eyes from his office desk or 
his comfortable fireside, then he will have 


taken not merely the first step but the 


longest toward good citizenship. 
THE BENEFICENCE OF 1909, 


And pow abideth faith, hope, charity—these 
three; but the greatest of these is charity. 


The beneficence extended to charities of 
every description and to religious institu- 
tions, the contributions made to education 
through the media of colleges, schoois, 
and libraries, the great gifts for the artis- 
tic enlightenment of the people, and for 
municipal betterment during the year 
1909 not only confirm the test that charity 
is the greatest of the three virtues but 
hold ont the firm assurance that faith and 
hope will continue to abide, faith in the 
sympathies and enthusiasm of humanity, 
certain hope that this grand stream of 
beneficencé will continue to flow. 

Whe total of this maguificent generosity 


amounts to $149,418,753, and bad been 


exceeded but once in the last quarter of a 
century, the period during which Tus 
Trisune has recorded statistics of this 
kind. In 1907 the total- was arognd 
$149,902,130, and the excess over 1909 is 
small and is more than accounted for. by 
the fact that the two greatest agents of 
this beneficence, Mr. Carnegie and Mr. 
Rockefeller, were more lavish in their do- 
nations two years ago. Mr. Rockefeller 
does not give as much to his pet univer- 
sity and Mr. Carnegie’s enthusiasm for 
erecting, libraries has most wmateriaily 
cooled. The difference between the two 
years is unimportant. Both are phenom- 
enal as compared with other years. 

The total of donations and bequests has 
been distributed as follows: To charities, 
in round numbers, not quite $69,000,000; 
to educational institutions, $46,000,000; to 
churches, $22,000,000; to museums, art 
galleries, and municipal betterments, $9,- 
000,000; libraries, 33,000, 000. To these 
various objects, but mostly to charity, the 
women of this country have contributed 
about $20,000,000, a handsome sum when 
the relative wealth of men and women in 
com pared, 

If the private beneficence which is 
never published, the sums of which the 
right hand has no suspicion, the weekly 
contributions like those which are made 
in churches, and the sums accruing from 
memberships in associations of various 
kinds were added to the year’s public 
showing, the total would be much vaster. 
All of which goes to show that this is

INCOMPETENTS AND TLE CIVIL . 
: SERVICE LAW. 

The Chicago civil service law was a. 
revolt against the system of arbitrary 
Temovals and appointments. The com- 
munity was disgusted with the dismissals 
Which accompanied every change in city 
hall politics, and the filling of the vacan- 
cies with men whose only backers were 
bosses or ward clubs, The evils of the 
spoils system are so fresh in the public 
mind that any proposition to modify the 


i civil service law is looked’ at with sus- 


picion. There is a fear that it is an 
attempt on the part of the spoilsmen to 
get back in the saddle. 

It is undeniabie that there has not 
: the law as it has 
been nin ed/ that high degree of 
efficiency in the municipal service which 
‘was promised when it was adopted. That 
is correctly. ascribed in part to the fact

If it shall report in 
the affirmative; as it doubtless will, an 
impetus will be given to the movement 
for the modification of the law, or a 
change in methods. of operation, so that 
greater efficiensy may be secured. One 
purpose of the law was to protect deserv- 
ing employés.- It was not intended that 
it should protect the undeserving. How 
t» get rid of them when diseovered with- 
out surrendering one iota of the great

lem which should not be insoluble. 
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THE FEATHERED MENDICANT. 

Whatever opinion be held regarding the 
moral or esthetic value of the hel 
spatrow, one is forced to admire his 
courage. It may be the courage of stu- 
pidity or the courage of despair, but, 
whatever it be, it subjects a shivering, 
starving bird to ‘rigors and tortures of 
weather for which it is not prepared. 

Not a great deal of sentimentalism is 
required to object to the idea of starva- 
tion. This unpleasant route to the shad- 
ow of the valley is one opened wide to 
the small bunch of feathers ‘when snow 
covers the accustomed dining tables of 
its kind. A handful of crumbs thrown 
into the back yard will be received grate- 
fully by certain anxious residents of a 
great city. An ironic protest against any 
form of sympathetic endeavor to relieve 
dumb suffering so long as there remains 
the grim fact of human anguish inevit- 
ebly arises on every occasion, but that 
will not deter the kind heart from scat- 
tering food to the pathetic applicants 
at the back door. The greater suffer- 
ing is not likely to be forgotten because 
the lesser is remembered. 


THE COST OF LIVING. 
Anything which throws light on the 
éauses of the enhanced cost of living or 
gives the consumer an accurate idea of 
the distribution between producers ard 
middlemen of the money he pays for food- 
stuffs is read with interest. The informa- 
tion may not enable the consumer to bet- 
ter himself, but it will at least teach him 
who, if anybody, is to be blamed for a 
state of affairs which is a daily distress, 
At present he makes wild guesses, which 
may be quite out of the way. 

The other day the secretary of agricul- 
ture gave out a scrap of information to 
the effect that on the average the city re- 
tailer of meats made a gross profit of 38 
per cent on each pound of meat -he sold. 
The .seeretary proposes now to enlarge 


* 


the field ot inquiry and discover who is ‘ 


responsible| for the high prices consumers 
have to pay for eggs, potatoes, flour, veg- 
etables, butter, and other daify products. 

‘As might be expected of the champion 
of the agicultural interests of the coun- 
try, the secretary feels certain that the 
farmer is not getting his full share of the 
advance in prices. And yet he seems to 
be getting a pretty good share. The in- 
crease in the valuation of farm lands in- 
dicates as much. They sell, for more be- 
eause the crops raised on them bring 
more. To settle the question one should 
know how much of the money which a 
city consumer pays tor a bushel of pota- 
toes,’ for instance, goes to the grower, the 
railroad, the commission merchant, and 
the city retailer. 

Then it would be possible to know 
were 
charging too much for their indispensable 
services. If it were to appear that the 
railroad charges were. excessive they 
could be regulated by law, but no legis- 
lature ean dictate to wholesaler or retailer 
the price he should ask, though the latter 
can be forced to give the honest measure 
he does not always give now, 

It will take some time to collect the in- 
formation the secretary of agriculture 
wants, but it would be so interesting and 
probably useful that he should not delay 
sending out his agents te gather it in.

Since the Frederick Joseph von Schiller, convicted 
deserter from the United States army, who, arrested 
again last week in New York in connection with an 
assault upon an elderly banker of the name of Cas- 
sius M. Wicker, declares himself to be a descendant 
of Germany's famous poet, and inasmuch as this as- 
sertion has received widespread publicity, it may be 
just as well to state, in the most emphatic manner, 
that his pretensions are entirely without foundation. 
In fact, there is no living descendant of the poet in 
existence, and the only remaining link with the bard 
is old Baroness Mathilde von Schiller, the childless 
widow of the late Baron Frederick Ludwig von Schil- 
ler, who died as a major of the Austrian army in 1877. 

There is only one person today who is entitled to 
style himself Baron von Schiller, namely, the 32 year 
0 Baron Adolf Schiller von Herdern, an Austrian, 
who makes his home at Trient. The Schillers of 
Herdern are an old Tyrolese family, and have no con- 
nection whatsoever with the poet. As there is no one 
else who entitled to style himself Baron von Schiller, 
it naturally follows that the soi-disant Baron Frederick 
Joseph von Schiller, manager for a theatrical company, 


| who received a sentence to three years“ imprisonment on 


Governor's island for desertion, has no more warrant 
to style himself baron than to describe himself as a 
descendant of the poet. 3 

There used to be another family of Schiller of Frei- 
burg-im- Breisgau, the nobility of which dated back 
to the fifteenth century. This family, however, has 
been extinct for nearly 200 years and has no connec- 
tion with that of the poet. The latter was the first 
f his own house to receive the rank of noble of the 
erman empire, in 1802. It was his son, Karl von 
Schiller, head forester of the kingdom of Wirtemberg, 
who was advanced to the rank of baron by the king 


dot Wirtemiberg in 1845, and he had but one son, the 


late Baron Frederick Louis von Schiller, who died 
childless and whdse widow still survives. 
. — ‘ 

Lady Lurgan’s death robs the daughters of King 
Edward of one who has been their friend from early 
childhood. Her mother, the late Lady Cadogan, had 
been one of the most intimate members of the en- 


tourage of Queen Alexandra when the latter was still 


princess of Wales, and the relations of the queen and 
the countess were continued between their respec- 
tive children. La- Lurgan was popular at Dublin 
during her father’s vice royalty, where she used to be 
known ‘by the public as the princess royal,” whil 


among her relatives, friends, and acquaintances ste’ 


went by the name of Tiny.“ on account of her 
diminutive size. 1 

With dark hair and eyes, a pale, clear skin, and 
voice, quiet manner, and always perfectly 
groomed, she was an attractive little woman, some- 
what exclusive and devoted to racing and hunting. 

Curiously enough, Lord Lurgan, although he is de- 
voted to racing and was known in the past on the 
turf as the owner of some famous racehorses, in- 
cluding Aeme and Cotillon, abhors riding and never is 
seen on horseback under any circumstances. He is 
one of the best sporting shots in England and was 
for some years the champion amateur billiard player. 
He is good looking, used to be celebrated for his dan- 
cing, for his taste in matters of dress, and his power- 
ful head of curly black hair, now turning gray. More- 
over, he rejoices in the sobriquet of Billy, and for 
more than a decade was the principal ornament of 
the vice regal court of Dublin, as state steward. He 
traces his descent to John Brownlow, who emigrated 
from Lincolnshire to Ireland in the reign of James 
I., obtaining a grant of land from the crown in the 
County of Arinagh. 

Charles Brownlow, who represented the county of 
Armagh in parliameat for nearly twenty years, was 
raised to the peerage as Lord Lurgan two years after 
the accession or Queen Victoria to the crown, and the 
present Lord Lurgan is his grandson. 

Lady Lurgan died at the country place of her sis- 
ter, Lady Sophie Scott, to whom she was greatly 
devoted, and much sympathy is felt for Lord Cad gan, 
who within so brief a time has been robbed by dꝛath 
of his popular wife, of his eldest son, Viscount Chel- 


| sea, and of his eldest daughter, Lady Lurgan.

From London I hear that it is doubtful whether 
Lord Kitchener will consent to take up the post of 
high commissioner of the Mediterranean, which he 
accepted under qa misapprehension. It seems that he 
deeply resents the action of the war department in 
recently vesting in other hands than his own th> chief - 
tainship of the imperial general staff, an omce de- 
signed to serve as a bond of union between the colo- 
nial armies and those of the mother country, and 
which he understood he was to hold with the high 
commissionship. ' j ; 

There is no truth in the story published recently. 
according to which Lord Kitchener is returning home 
to England by way of America. He already has 
booked his passage for England from Australia by 
way of the Suez canal. Originally he intended going 
home by way of Canada, and proposed to inspect and 
examine Canadian defenses and military resources, 
then to embark for England at New York. But on 
this becoming known Gen. W. D. Otter, who is the 
chief of the general staff of Canada, and a veteran of 
every. bit of active service ever seen by Canadian 
troops, from the Fvnian raid to the Souzh African 
war, raised his voice against Lord Kitchener’s visit, 
declaring that he was not wanted in Canads,. where 
his military advice would be of little or no use, since 
it would not be based upon knowledge of the con- 
ditions of the country. 

— 

As the dominion government falled to repudlate this 
speech Lord Kitchener decided to modify his arrange- 
ments amd to reconsider his declination of the invita- 
tion of the Australian federal government to visit 
that great dependency. He abandoned his project of 
visiting Canada, where he felt that he would not be 
welcome, has gone instead to Australia, whe-e’ he is 
being received with the utmost enthusiasm. by all 
classes of the population, and on leaving Australia wil! 
proceed directly to England by way of Egypt. 

After what has taken place it would be difficult tor 
him to visit Canada, and it would make matters wurse 
if he were to visit the United States, while ignoriag 
the dominion. So that we are not likely to see him 
on this side of the water for some time to come, de- 
spite all reports to the contrary. 


HANDEL AND THE BLACKSMITH.

Association Against a Trust. 

„The Chicago Undertakers’ association is 
opposed to anything in the nature of a trust 
to control prices. It is maintained for the 
purpose of keeping the business to a high 
standard, to assist members in making col- 
lections, and to take care of the accounts 
which go through the Probate court among 
other fraternal] benefits. 

„ Personally I do not think the undertakers 
of Chicago will enter into this scheme. The 
undertaker’s business is done on personality 
and the best families look upon their under-

Sattler and Gerry issued a statement de- 
scribing the corporation they say they have 
ineorporated, which is to be affiliated with the 
Western Casket company.

Schiavone Says Brother Feared 
Death Society in Native Land. 


NEVER KEPT ANY BOOKS. 


Declares 
$100,000 in 1907 Depression. 


More details of the vendetta which has 
divided, the Schiavone family and caused 
Pasquale, the banker, to acousé his brother 
and seven members of the latter's family of 
stealing nearly $100,000 from him, were aired 
yesterday in Judge Tuthill's court. 

The banker told of a trip to Italy, and how 
his brother was afraid to return to his home 
country, because of the Black Hand society. 
He also admitted that up to the last year his 
bank on the west side was conducted in a 
haphazard manner, that no books were ever 
kept, and that thousands of dollars were 
handled without records being made. 

It also developed that during the financial 
depression of 1907 the Italian financier had 
sufficient cash on hand to loan downtown 
banke more than $100,000. He said that dur- 
ing all that time he paid cash on every check, 
and never was compelled to use the nN 
house scrip. 


Brother Feared Black Hand. 

But with large sums of money constantly 
on hand, he said that he had not kept any 
books and did not know just what his profits 
or losses were. 

It wae after his return from Italy, the 
witnese said, that he discovered that a large 
sum of money was missing from his bank. 

„Why didn’t your brother, Francesco, go 
to Italy with you?” he was asked. 

J guess he was afraid of the Black ‘Hand 
society,” was the reply. We both be- 
longed to a governmenj society in Italy that 
is a protection against the Black Hand and 
Francesco owed 5700 dues. When I was 


leaving for my native land he told me he had 


received a letter demanding $5,000. He re- 
He got another letter and 
then came to me and asked me to be sure and 
pay the $700 dues.’’ 


Tells of Tracing Daughter. 


What did you do when you retyrned.to 


Chicago? 

“I went to the West Side Trust and Sav- 
ings bank and found that $73;500 was gone. 
I had left $80,500 on deposit there and when 
I came from Italy there was only 30,00.“ 

The witness after discovering the loss, said 
that he called his wife, son, and 2 ter, 
Angelina on the carpet,”’ but that they 
denied any knowledge of it. He then sus- 
pected that Angelina might have taken the 
money.

If these men can market their own 
vroduct directly to the consumers much of 
rate increase trouble may be obviated, it 
is held.

The controversy between the residents of 
the Second ward atid the Illinois Centra] 
railroad over the proposed abandonment of 
the Thirty-first street station took a new turn 
yesterday.

EXCURSION RATES 


Certificate Plan on Basis of 
Fare and Half Probably 
to Be Followed. 


WILL CUT WOOL TARIFFS. 


Transmissouri Lines Keep Agree- 
ment to Help the Chicago 
Market. 


The basis of reduced passenger fares for 
conventions and large gatherings curing the 
coming year in the west will be decided by 
the railway passenger officials at a meeting 
called for Wednesday, Jan. 5. An attempt 
was made by the executive officers to secure 
an agreement to maintain these rates at a 
minimum of 2 cents a mile, but it failed. 

During the last year rates of a fare and a 
half for the round trip were made, on the 
certificate plan, for state fairs, conventions, 
and other gatherings at which the attendance 
would reach 1,000. It is probable a similar 
plan will be adhered to this year, altnough 
the reatrictions may be made less Mberal. 

At the same meeting the tourist rates for 
next year will be considered, The question of 
homeseekers’ rates to the western states hae 
been submitted to a letter ballot, which is to 
be decided next week, It was decided once 
to raise the maximum rates from Chicago 
$5, but. some lines refused to join-in this. 

The questions of withdrawing stopover priv- 
lleges where they operate to extend the limits 
of tickets and of withdrawing second class 
party fares are also yet to be decided. 


Lower Wool Rates for Chicago. 


The Santa Fé, Burlington, Rock Island, and 
St. Paul roads have served notice that they 
will file tariffs equalizing the wool rates from 
transmissouri territory through Chicago with 
those through St. Louls and other markets. 
This is in accordance with the promises made 
by the roads to the National Wool Storage 
and Warehbuse compahy, which has built a 
large warehouse and is seeking to make Chi- 
cago a great wool market. 

St. Louis formerly had an advantage over

than Chicago's advantage in the rates to the 

east. The Santa Fe took the inftial step to- 
ward equalizing the rates some time ago by 

reducing its charges from Arizona and New

Scientist Body Asks Congress to Pro- 
teet Workers in Shafts. 


Boston, Mass. Dec. 31.—[Special. |—Life on 
Mars is the logical, almost inevitable, Ceduc- 
uon from the latest observations at the Flag- 
‘staff Hill observatory. as related this after- 
‘noon by Dr. Percival Lowell, the astronomer. 
Animate will“ is the term Prof. Lowell 
applies to the force which is bringing about 
a remarkable phenomenon on the planet. In 
the popular way of reporting, what Lowell 
‘has discovered is that the inhabitants of 
iMars are digging a new system of canals | 
from’ a known point to a new oasis. Lowell 
aye he is watching them grow. His first 
‘fublic statement was made this afternoon 
at a special session of section A (mathemat- 
ick and. astronomy) of the American Associ- 
“ation for the Advancement of Science. 
The new cadals on Mars, in the first 
Sense, said the speaker, though always 
interesting and atetimes highly important, 
are no novelty to this observatory inatmuch 
as at least. 400 have been discovered bere in 
the last fifteen years When Schiaparelli 
‘left his great work he had mapped 117 canals. 
With these detected at Flagstaff the number 
has risen to between 500 and 660.

CRASH KILLS BANKER TRASK. 

New York, Dec. 31.—Spencer Trask, head 
of a fi of bankers which for years acted 
ae fiscal agents of Queen Victoria, was 
erushed to death in his private compartment 
today while returning to New York from 
Yeddo, his country place at Saratoga. 

Mr. Trask’s compartment was at the rear 
of the last car, asieeper. Toe train, known 
23 the Montreal express, halted near Croton, 

N. T., and was supposedly protected from 

the rear by the block signal system, but it 
rardigy had come to a rest when a heavy 
freight struck it from behind with great 
force. Mr. Trask's car was battered in and 
the front end telescoped. 

The banker was born in Brooklyn in 1844. 
After leaving college he entered the bank- 
ing business with Henry G. Marquand, his 

grandfather. In 1870 he succeeded to the 
dusiness, and in the me. year became a 
@ember of the New York Ae exchange. 
In 1881 the firm assumed its present name. 

There is no well founded estimate avai)- 
abie of Mr. Trask’s fortune. One rumor 
placed it as high as $30,000,000, but better in- 
formed opinion held that, although Mr. 
Trask died undoubtedly a multimillionaire, 
his total estate would not reach $25,000,000. 
Nr. Trask leaves a widow well known as 
an author of fiction and of two plays, The 
Little Town ot Bethlehem and King Al- 
wean Jewel.“

Specula- 
tion in oats was quiet untill the latter half of 
the year. In May there was an attempt to 
force: prices higher by the elevator people, 
without success, owing to the glowing pros- 
pects of the new crop. The long holdings 
were changed over into the July and later 
into the September. 

The Armour and Peavey elevator interests 
were long huge lines of the September and 
continued buying until the shorts became 
panic stricken, notwithstanding the largest 
crop ever raised had just been harvtesed. 
The bull leaders. however, bought the cash 
oats as fast as they were offered in the sam- 
ple markets and buoyed up cash values. 
During the last few days of September the 
situation became extremely acute and prices 
were forced up rapidly, shorts paying a heavy 
penalty for their temerity in staying short. 


: Farm Marketings Light. 


A remarkable feature of the trade has been 
the ‘ively light marketings of oats in 


| the face of the fact that the government crap 


reporting bureau finally estimated a crop of 
slightly over 1.000,000,000 bu. Country ele- 
cators are said to hold liberal stocks of oats, 
and farm stocks are undeubtedly large but 
receipts at Chicago have been comparativeiy 
light for some time. Stocks here have been 
liberal for some time, but have been closely 
held by the elevator interests. The supplies 
are gradually being worked off east: High 
prices for corn and wheat and the fact that 
the previous crop sold et much higher aver- 
age prices has checked any free selling by the 
farmers. In December prices scored a sharp 
gain, but even this did not encourage mar- 
keting to any large extent. 


Provision Stocks Are Short. 
With all other foodstuffs at 
prices it was natural that 


The main bullish factor was the shortage 
in the supply of hogs. Daily receipts were 
much below those of the previous years for 
@ long period, and it was evident that farm- 
ers had allowed their broods to diminish 
without an eye to the future. The last month 
there has been a more normal movement, but 
for several months the average run of hogs 
was so light that stocks at all shipping points 
dwindied to extremely small proportions, so 
that nanufacturers sold product practically 
right from the biock. The open fall with 
plenty of corn will Insure probably a more 
normal run of hogs for some time at least. 


Bull Leaders Make Fortunes. 


While there has not been any particular 
manipulation in hog products, many com- 
fortable fortunes were made by holders who 
had faith enough in their convictions to wait 
for immense upturns, and in September, Oc- 
tober, and November there were what 
amounted to natural corners when prices 
were boosted to abnormally high levels. The 
fact other meats were so high was a 


stitute for either meate or lard. The export 
demand was tame, most of the consumptive 
demand being for domestic account. 


Live Stock Situation. 

Live stock feedera, who marketed their 
products at Chicago, had by far the most 
prosperous year in their history. Local com- 

men did not prosper to so great an 


| Packers 
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tTalllng off. The fact that feeders feared 
prices could not be sustained at a high level 
for any extended period of time also counted 
against the quality of the offerings, as every 
upWard spurt of the market was followed by 
Hauidating on the part of country raisers 
Who were anxfous to benefit by the price 
gains, and much stock came forward before 
it was in a marketable condition. 

So far as outlet was concerned local pack- 
ers stood far in the lead as buyers, and were 
the mainstay of the market, while eastern 
thippers. reduced their operations by 8 per 
cent, although general receipts of cattle 
showed a decrease of less than 5 per cent, 
and exporters took hold so sparingly that 
their purchases were practically counted out 
a@ market factors 

Shipments for the year fell to 1,260,000. 
against 1,335,336 head in 1908, while exports 
decreased to 138,000, against 188,279 head 
last year. Fancy fat yearling beeves con- 
tinued to sell remarkably well and were fully 
as good property as four year old beeves 
weighing from 1,600 to 1,700 pounds. 


Western Cattle Season. 


The western range cattle season of 1900 
was the best ever enjoyed by northwestern 
catilemen who make it a practice to market 
their stock at Chicago instead of stopping 
off at closer river markets. In the first place, 
packers and shippers opened the western 
cattle season by paying much higher i:.an in 
1908 for all range cattle, and they followed 
their first work by paying more for grass fed 
steers here in July than was ever before paid 
for the same class of stock sold on the open 
market. 

Owing to the mild - ‘eather which prevailed 
over the entire west until after Dec. 1, range 
cattle growers were enabled to profit by the 


than in previnus years and the season for 
western cattle was extended te much later 
than the usual closing date. 

This waa refiected in the volume of stock 
marketed, receipts for the year being in- 
créased to 341,000 head, against 292.000 head 
in 1008. The best price reached by full loads 
of western range steers was $7.60, or $1 


on the Chicago market. 
Hogs Highest Since 1882. 


Spectacular prices were also paid for hogs 
and that the gains were not of an inflated 
nature was attested by the long duration 
of recorw smashing values. Not since 1682 
have packers paid so dearly for porcine 
stock, and, although they used all the tac- 
tics in their power, they seemed unable to 
keep prices from bounding up to heights thai 
bad not before been recorded more than once 
or twice in the history of the Chicago live 
stock industry. 

The buoyancy of the market was largely 
due to the fact that, while receipis were dis- 
appointingly small throughout the year, the 
consumption of pork products was increased 
by consumers turning to pork rather than 
buy the more expensive beef products. 

Receipts of hogs for the year fell to 6,604,000 
head, against $131,465 head in 1008. The 
shortage in supplies became apparent early 
in the year and prices. began their upward 
climb before many weeks had passed, reach- 
ing their zenith in December, when sales 
were made up to $8.75, the highest price 
reached since 1882 and 61.15 higher than thi 
extreme figtire attained in 1908. The general 
quality of the hogs marketed during the year 
was good, but reluctance to feed high priced 
corn for any extended period was reflected 
in a scarcity of prime heavy hogs and a su- 
perabundance of light and ‘underweight light 
offerings. 

The stability of the hog market after it 
had reached $8.50 and higher greatly sur- 
prised traders of sound judgment, who had 


rapid rate after the country’s insistent de- 
mand for $8 hogs had been appeased. Ship- 
pers’ generous support throughout the year 
was a governing factor in the maintenance of 
values at a high level, as was also the aggres- 
siveness displayed by local speculators, who 
seemed to delight in paying : ecord prices and 
forcing packers to follow their lead. Ship- 
ments for the year fell to 1,658,000, against 
1,860,758 head in 19086, a decrease of less than 
10 per cent, in spite of a deficit of more than 
15 per cent in the volume of stock marketed.

Produce Business Disappointing. 


Although the produce business of 1900 was 
marked by developments which indicated that 
Chicago was soon to be recognized more than 
ever as the central market for thedistribution 
of farm products, it wes disappointing in that 
t talled to come up to the rosy promises made 
for it by prominent merchants late ip 1008. 
The total valuation of the products consumed 
was estimated at $185,000,000, as comrasted 
with $180,500,000 in 1908, but this favorable 
comparison was due largely to the fact that 
prices of butter, eggs, cheese, and poultry 


were sufficiently higher than a year ago to 


make up a deficit in the valuation of che other 
commodities consumed. 


Features of the year’s trade which stand 
out prominently include a big increase in the 
amougt of capital invested in Chicago’s but- 
ter, egg, and poultry industry, the remark- 
ably high prices of these commodities, the un- 
usual cheapness of white potatoes, and the 
glutted condition of the fresh vegetable mar- 
ket. The consumptive demand for produce 
seemed to have lost all powers of elasticity: 
and refused to adjust itself t» prevailing con- 
ditions. The result was that a shortege in 
supplies of any particular commodity wae 
followed by soaring prices, while receding 
values and demoralized market conditions 
followed every indication that products were 
coming from the farm faster then the trade 
requirements demandeé. 


Good Profits in Butter and Cheese. 


Dealers in butter and cheese had a year of 
uninterrupted prosperity. The demand for 
these products came steadily, high prices not- 
withstanding, and receipt were larger than 
in 1908, a condition which madea voluminous 
and prosperous business possible. During the 
summer months cheese sold at prices which 
never before had been attained at that sea- 
son of the year, and the demand for imme- 
diate consumption, more than speculative 
buying, was held responsible for the unusual 
values. During the same period butter was 
being placed in refrigerators at an average 
price of Bie, against 24%4c in 1908 Later in 
the year prices made eufiicient gains from the 
summer level to enable dealers who had 
stocks in coolers to liquidate at a reasonable 
profit, and they all made money. 


Avarice Hurts Egg Trade. 


Eggs dealers began the year under favorable 
conditions, but they became avaricious and 
let their chase after dollars lead them into 
heavy losses. With the remembrance of an 
unusually profitable season for storage eggs 
in 1908 fresh in mind, they did not give prices, 
which opened the year at an exceptionally 
high level, a chance to sink to a basis where 
speculation could be carried on with a fair 
degree of safety, but paid, 2246c on the aver- 
age for eggs which cost them 10 in 1006. 
They were overzealous, supported the mar- 
ket at a prohibitive level during the months 
of heavy production, and eventually found 
that their holdings had cost them so much 
money that they could not liquidate except- 
ing at a loss. 

This did not mean that consumers got 
cheap eggs during the winter, for after hav- 
ing been supported on a high basis earlier 
in the year, prices continued to show @ cor- 
responding advance over @ year ago to the 
close, without going high enough to allow 
scalpers a profit on their expensive hold- 
ings. When speculators discovered that there 
was no chance for them to make a profit, 
those of them who held the egge on margin 
quietly elosed their trade, while the others, 
who held the actual stock, accepted the best 
price they could secure and pocketed their 
losses.

Potato Prices at Low Level. 


Potatoes sold at untsually low prices, and 
when the increased cost of practically every 
other food product was considered, the low 
values put on potatoes were all the more re- 
markable. In 1008 there was an insufficient 
crop of potatoes and prices soared to almost 
unprecedented levels, while stock had to be 
imported to make up the deficit in supplies of 


ng year. 
For some unaccountable reason, the con- 
sumptive outlet for potatoes failed to broaden 
sufficiently to absorb the increased produc- 
tion, and during most of the fall months the 


market was in a demoralized condition and 


supplies moved so slowly that heavy losses 
were sustained by stock decaying before it 
could be disposed of to consumers. 


Green Vegetables Too Pientiful. 


According to prominent commission men 
the trouble with the green vegetable trade 
was the elimination of all distinct seasons for 


particular kinds of vegetables. Supplies from 


the south and from nearer hothouses were 
so Mberal that strictly hot weather varieties 
could be secured in easily and 
almost as cheaply as in July or August, and 
there was not the urgent call for them which 

attended initial sales of these veg- 
etables after consumers had been longing for 
them for months without having an opportu- 
nity to satisfy their desire. The mild weath- 
er during the fall months also brought out 
much stock which would have been held back 
if lower temperatures had prevailed, and 
from early spring to the close of the year 
supplies were more plentiful than w@s good 
for the trade. 


Fruit Trade Disappointing. 


Fruit trade was disappointing, with exces- 
sive supplies of certain varieties, unsatisfac- 
tory prices, and the in ferior quality of nearly 


all fruits as 


an an average and prices averaged 
2 reaching their zenith in June, 
when practically all ot the old crop was ex- 
hausted. The new crop was expected to be a 
short one, but when harvested proved as 
large as the average and much in excess of 
the 1008 crop. Quality was poor, however, 
and prices sought a lower plane, closing ata 
discount of $2 to $3.25 under the years best 
figures. At the end of the year vocal stocks 
of apples in cold storage were 90 per cent 
larger than a year ago, while reserves 
throughout the United States were said to 

show an excess of 90 per cent. 
Oranges, lemons, and grape fruit were in 
California marketed 30,000 


at unusually low figures. New York, Penn- 
syivania, Ohio, and Michigan produced an 
enormous crop of grapes, all markets were 
supplied with stock at extremely low prices, 
and local dealers who hed bought up or- 
chards lost money. iid sh

sold at high prices. Owing to late frosts 
and other unfavorable weather conditions 
the supply of berries and small fruits was 
less than an average, and prices for the year 
made a comparatively high average.

It is noteworthy that in the year just closed 
there. were no specia) big developments in 
finance. This was in harmony with the 
régime of reasonable conservatism. It was 
also natural,. since in the way the great 
‘combinations have in large part-been made, 
The industries of the country.are well or- 
ganized. There are possibilities and even 
‘probabilities of further railroad combina- 
tions, but they win follow more as natural 
developments than as combinations for spec- 
viative profits. 


Hawley in Big Move. 
‘The only semblance of what may be char- 
acterized as a railroad deal was the putting 
under practically the control of Edwin Haw- 


road track, with $289,007,055 capital stock 
and $052,827,478 bonds. One by one, Mr. Haw- 
ley and his friends pieced together a system 
of nine roads extending from Texas to Min- 
nesota and the Atilanticseaboard. As yet Mr. 

Hawley has done no financing to pay for the 
properties which have come under the direc- 
tion of himself and associates. 

‘This Hawley system appears at present to 
| have resulted from a desire to build up sec- 
ond rete properties. The field was sufficiently 
promising, for there are good roads parallel- 
ing and crossing the territory in which the 
Hawley lines lie. The move ie not a ploneer- 
ing one, for the territory is well developed. 
Only ‘the railroads are behind the times, and 
it will require conetructive rather than pro- 
moting capacity to build them up and win 
legitimate profits. 


Merger of Wire Interests. 

There was late in the year a consolidation 
of the interests of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company and the Western 
Union Télegraph company. These concerns 
alWays have been competitve and have dupli- 
ated service at many points. The American 

company has, however, for years been en- 
eroaching on the Western Union in the high- 
est class of telegraph business. It has strung 
copper wire where the Western Union has had 
iron. It has bad proper insulation where the 
Western Union was defective. It has made 
its service interchangeable as to telephone 
and telegraph usage. It has been better man- 
aged and had larger funds. * 

If the well managed and prosperous are to 
absorb in business the weak and unprofitable, 
then the American Telephone- Western Union 
deal was a logical one. But it smacks of vio- 
lation ot the anti-trust la wa and may yet be 
called to account. 


Money Readily Procurabie. 

Money throughout the year was readily 
procurable for all needs. There was lacking 
the usual autumn money stringency. ot 
in yea s there been so little heard of the 
crop-moving demand. It might be said that 
alincet nothing was heard of it. In Chicago 
rates in November and December held 


normal charge for money in normal times. 

In New York speculative borrowers were 
readily accommodated at rates from 1% to 
2% for call loans, and from 3% to 4% for time 
joans. There was ar abundance of funds at 
such rates. There was a good stock market 
throughout the year and freedom from in- 
Ha tion. 5 ö 

In the west the demand for money, as not- 
ed with reference to the crops, was sub- 
normal. It appeared that grain growers 
were in sufficient private funds to enable 
them to carry their produce without the de- 
gree of assistance from banks that was for- 
merly necessary. As a consequence, loans 
generally averaged small in amount and 
were to the immediate patrons of the banks. 

Discussion of Central Bank. 

An interesting phase in the monetary situ- 
ation developed in the discussion of a cen- 
tral bank as a solution of recurrent money 
troubles in this country. Since the visit of 
the United States monetary commission to 
Europe in 1908 it has been believed that Sen- 
a.or Aldrich, chairman of the commission, 
will recommend to congress the organiza- 
ou of a central bank. The idea has been 
received with a large degree of open mind- 
ednees. fey 

This has been true to an extent which is 
almost astonishing. The mention of a cen- 
tral bank three years ago would have been 
regarded as a proposition for academic dis- 
cussion. Now it is accepted as a probabil.

Gold and Silver Production. 


Near the close of the year the bureau of the 
mint at Washington gave out an estimate of 
the world’s production of gold and silver for 
the year 1908. This showed: Gold, 21.378.480 
fine ounces, being of the value of $441,982, 200. 
Compared with 1907 there was an increase in 
the value of the gold output amounting to 
$31,376,900. 

The output of silver for 1908 was 208. 186. 370 

fine ounces of the value of $108,684.400. This 
was an increase of 18,902,300 fine ounces com- 
pared with 1900 . 
The greatest increase in the gold output 
was in Africa, where the value was 4168. 
520,500 in 1908, against $151,690.600 in 1907. 
‘The e in gold in the United States was 
$4,124,300. The production of cilver in Mexico 
fnereased 12.517.005 otinces. .Canada’s out- 
put increased 9,256,900 fine ounces. while in 
‘the United States there was a falling off of 
4,074,000 fine ounces. The appended table 
exhibits by countries the production of gold 
silver for the calendar year 1908:

An interesting change in the ownership of 
railroad and industrial stocks was recorded 
in 1 ‘This change indicates the consery- 
atism of the so-called public. Following the 
years of large speculation which so far as 
the public was concerned ‘came to a halt in 


1905. the investing public kept out of the 


stock market until the panic prices estab- 
lished in 1907 and 1908. Then when St. Paul 
sold around 98%, Peoples Gas around 70. 
Chicago and Northwestern around 126; and 
Union Pacific around 100, the public became a 
large purchaser. The list of shareholders in 
the better known rallroad stocks and indus- 
trials was greatly expanded. Following, how- 
ever, the high prices of 1908 the small in- 
vestors began selling their holdings. The re- 
sult was an average reduction of 16,752, stock- 
holders in the case of fifty-four railroads. 

In the industrial field the number of share- 
holders increased owing probably to the suc- 
cess realized in the purchase of cheap rail- 
road stocks which, led subsequenfly to a 
switching of investments to cheap indus- 
trials. The following is a summary of the

BUSY, DRAMATIC YEAR. 


Death of Harriman Significant 
and Operations of Edwin 
Hawley Spectacular. 


For the railroads of the United States the 
year 1900 has been a noteworthy one, chiefly 
because it has marked the recovery fromthe 
business depression and consequent slump 
in earnings and traffic of 1908, resulting from 
the panic in the latter months of 1007. | 

Whereas in 1908 groes earnings fell off 
nearly $300,000,000, during the twelve months 


Just concluded they have come within 1 per 


cent of the high water mark of 1907, the 
most prosperous year of railroad operation, 
while surpassing those of 1908 by about 12 
per cent. | 

The total of gross earnings for all the 
railroads of the United States in the calendar 
year 1909 aggregated 62,593, 179, 404, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by Slason Thomp- 
son, Manager of the bureau of railway news 
and statistics, from monthly reports to the 
interstate commerce commission and esti- 
mated for the month of December. > 

This figure compares with $2,322,980,023 for 
1908 and $2,621,288,809 for 1907. Operating 
expenses were 51,604,329 00 and taxes $92,- 
000,000, leaving $806,850,345 as net earnings: 
Net earnings were about $283,000,000 better 


than in 1908 and only about $56,000,000 less 
than in 1907, ! 


Big Gains on the Last Lap. 

It is to be noted, however, that the return 
of prosperity to the roads has occurred al- 
most entirely within the last six months, 
Earnings for the first half of the year were 
far below those of the corresponding period 
of 1907, but the total for the last six months 
is the highest in American railroad history. 
The detailed figures for earnings and ex- 
penses by months are given in the subjoined 
tables, compiled by Slason Thompson:

Economies in Operation. 

A large part of the improvement in net 
earnings is due to stringent economies in 
operation which have reduced the ratio of 
expenses to gross earnings from 67.8 per 
cent in 1907 and 67.7 per cent in 1908, to 65.4 
per cent for 1908. During the first half -f 
the year the ratio rose to 68.3 per cent, ovt 
the effects of careful guarding of disburse- 
ments all along the line are seen in the low 
percentage of 62.9 for -the last six months 
of the year. 

While the final figures showing the reven‘ie 
received and the services performed by: tho 
American raibway system during the twelve 
months just closed have not yet all been com- 
piled with exactness, careful estimates be 
statisticians of the percentages of increase 
in traffic from month to month and rec- 
ords kept by the Railroad Age Gazette make 
it possible to sum up the most important 
features of railroad operation during the- 
year as follows:

The number of passengers and tons of 
freight carried are greatly in excess of 1908 
and closely approximate the figures for 1907.

Sixty Miles of Buildings. 

When it is considered that during the last 
year the buildings completed, or for which 
permits were taken out, will cover street 
frontages of approximately ninety miles, for, 
without allowing for street or alley intersec- 
tions, these bulidings would cover sixty 
solid miles, an idea may be had of the im- 
mense amount of vacant property which has 
been taken out of the market. It will take 
but a comparatively few years with-a con- 
tinuation of the present volume of building 
operations to practically absorb all this va- 
cant property. and there will then come nec- 
estarily an appreciation of values which wil) 
give this vast belt of territory outside the 
central district a standard of values which 
the size and assured splendid future of the 
city warrants. . 

Then again, there te the moral efteet of 
this wonderful upbullding which creates a 
city of 100,000 people or more every year, 
supplying them with residences, factories, 
and great mercantile and office buildings. 
The desirability of owning tand in « city 
which is moving steadily forward with such 
gigantic strides should appeal to every pru- 
dent investor, especially when it is considered 
that all of this growth is unattended with 
any elements of speculation or other features 
tending to unhealthy appreciation of values. 

Owing to the cold and stormy weather dur- 
ing the latter part of December building 
operations fell away to next to nothing and 
showed a marked falling off as compared 
with the same period of 1908, when weather 
conditions generally were favorable for 
building. Had conditions been equally as 
favorable during the last year there can be 
little doubt that a total of over $90,000,000 for 
the year would have been recorded.

$804, 850. 867. 

The total amount of mutilated currency 
handled during the last year was $75,604,272, 
an increase of $3,812,713 over 1908. 

The value of sliver and bronze coins as- 
sorted and counted during 1900 was 812,400, 
920, a decrease of $4,000,196 from 1908. 

The value of gold coins counted and 
weighed during the last year was decreased.
